dents of that far away part of Ontario hal 
enjoyed a thoroughly seasonable winter, 
the thermometer at no time reaching the | 
depth recorded at points further south, such | 
as Mattawa, Pembroke or Ottawa. Tie! 
cold, however, while steady, was not really 
extreme, nor did it fluctuate to any degree 
The lake is of course frozen over through 
its entire length of 75 mites. During the 
summer this region is easily reached by the 
steamer from Mattawa, and, now that tle 
Canadian Pacitic have purchased the rail. 
way partially builttoward the lake, the res- 
idents confidently expect it will be con- 
tinued to their shores, and thus have access 
to the rest uf the world hy rail as well asi y 
water, 

Mr, Farr isnot only enthusiastic over the 
agricultural capabilities of his district, but 
equally so over its scenery. In the former 
connection he says the group of 25 town- 
ships surveyed at the northwestern end of 
the lake will provide tirat-2lass farming land 
for thousands of settlers. Those who have 
already settled there are prospering, an ex- 
cellent market for their produce being ha-l 
with the lambermen on the Quebec side of 
the lake. One settler had sold 22,000 worth 
of hay, oats, etc., last season, while others 
had a return of anywhere from Sot) 
to $2,000. Npring wheat is successfully 
grown, and experiments withfall wheat 
have also been successful. Mr. Farr 
boasts that his flowers have been in 
bloom Iwie in the fall, when frost had 
nipped everything at points further south ; 
in fact. he claims tor the district a climate 
as equabie as itis healthy. on account prob- 
ably of the proximity of the great basin of 
water, 79 miles in length. AVith a view to 
ee ig, Sg district to the attention of the 
public, Mr. Farr intends writing an account 
of the agricultural resources, the area, 
climate and other information regarding 
the lake and its surroundings, and be will 
no Coubt, be glad to send copies to appli- 
cants who address him at Hailéyburg post- 
office. 

As to the scenery, he only contirms what 
we have heard of its beauties ; indeed, Me. 
Farr claims it is superior to the Saguenay 
for the boldness of its cliffs and the wild 
grandeur of its scencery. ** From my front 
windows,” he said, “{ havea view that 
cannot be equalled in the Dominion, I can 
look up the lake a distance of twelve miles, 
and six miles across it, the timber-clothed 
islands and the picturesque shores making 
aconplete picture. But the scenery in and 
around the adjoining Lake Temagamingue 
ought to make it the greatest tourist resort 
in Canada, and it will ultimately be reached 
by the James Bay railway if it goes through. 
This lake is covered with beautiful islands, 
the water ia clear ay crystal and the trout 
fishing is exceptional, ~The lake is perhaps 
#4 miles long a‘ its zreat length. 

Then there's prospective mining. Dr. 
Bell of the geological survey has repeatedly 
called attention to the strong indications of 
copper, iron, and other metals he has found 
in the vicinity of Lake Temagamingue. 

Returning to the question of settlement 
of the Lake Temiscamingue country, Mr. 
Farr said the land was easily cleared, the 
pine stumps being removable without any 
difliculty after the timber had been cut a 
few years. Back of the townships and 
along the western shore of the lake general. 
ly there ig an extensive piue country, 
which will give winter employment and a 
market to the settlers for many years to 
come. There is no reason thereiore why 
Temiscamingue should not become one ef 
the most prosperous and best settled corners 
of Ontario’s great domain,

ON A SURVEY IN MIDWINTES. 


A Tale er Adventure ina Canadian 
Ferest. 

At dawn on the 2sth of December, 1868, 
a surveying party of seven men and a youth 
ofeighteen years were camped half-way be- 
tween the upper waters of the Bonnechere 
and Madawaska Rivers, in what was then 
i Wilderness of exstera Ontario. Mr, 
Ronald Mackinnon was the Pro: incial land 
surveyor in command, and I was the youth 
of eighteen. \WVe had been in the woods fur 
five weeks, and this was my first experience 
as chainman on a tinber-limit survey. 

The tent from which we rose, long before 
dawn that morning. was open-fronted, sid- 
ed with young spruces stuck on end, and 
well banked with snow.
